Caustic Forms Are Best and Cheapest 
if Spread When Finely Powdered. 

The period of late Jnly and August 
affords tbe best time for tbe di'ainagc 
of many wet areas of land which are 
so saturated that tbey are fllled with 
water at ether se a so ns , says Professor 
E. O. Fippin of the New York State 
College of Agriculture, i'articularly is 
it desirable to drain heavy clay land 
at this season in order that the soil 
which Is thrown out may have an op- 
portunity to thoroughly dry before be- 
ing returned to its position over tbe 
tile. This period of stack work to also 
worth '-oaslderlng for tbe drainage of 
those other wet areas on the farm 
which show themselves in the fleld by 
th^ dwarfed crop and tbe distress 
which It suffers daring tbese dry pe- 
lioJs. Those }>laces which suffer most 
fkOBD drought are often the same 
areas which hare had an excesi^ of 

water In the eirly spring. 

The application of lime on old mead- 
ows aud upon other land which Is to 
ha plowed for a crop next spring 
shoaM now be considered. Csastic 
forms of lime whl h are generally 
most economical in this state are best 
am>Ued ta the fall, provided th«9^ are 
distributed lo the finely powdered 
form. Fall applications followed by 
late fall or early qithag p hm tag are 
preferaUok

Tmr HINTS 
FompBS 

Winter Quaitart Ht NiM^ 

While fowls can stand a greut deal 
more crowding in tbe winter than 
in the shwar. they cannot stand too 

much eveb then. The first notk-eable 
effect from overcrowding Is diiulnlshed 
egg production, which <-an be relieved 
by remoTing part of the fowls to other 
qnartersL Feather pulling and egg 
eating are vices that are soon learned 
wben fowls are too crowded. A con- 
tagloaa dhusss sooa spresds la crowd- 
ed quarters and plays sad hnvo<- 
among tbe bock. There is never enough 
room at tha issdiag ttoagh. «iitf tha 
wealcer ones never get enough to eat. 
Bui the worsi result of overcrowding 
is tbe curtailnient of the egg supply, 
and thto oonnts when ^(gs are so high 
in price. If yoo wdold have plenty 
of eggs keep no more fowls In on«» 
pen ttian can t)e comfortable on tbe 
roosts wltboat overcrowding and iwve 
plenty of scratching room In the house. 
If they are so crowded as to Ih* In the 
way of one another while scratching 
for their f04id. yoa certainly will not 
get many eggs. 



Sulphur Smudge For Mites. 
A good way to kill all Termin In a 

pooltry house is to fuiuljrate with sul 
phor. Place a large iron pun or ket- 
tle In the middle of the hoone. phwo a 

lar'_'e pie< e of redliot Iron In its and 
ptiur tbe powdered sulphur on the hot 
iron. Fumes of sulphur will begin Im- 
mediately to rise and till tlie room. 

Leave as soon an possible, as solpbur 
fumes are suffoi-atin;; to Lnmnns. and 
close tbe door tightly. Leave the build- 
ing Hosed for three or four honrs. 
when t^ie doors nnrt windows may be 
opened for admissU>n of fv^ti air, and 
aU tha tesects will be kttled. 



The Farm Water System. 
Every farm suppliini with a wind- 
mill or gasoline engine for pumping 
water sbonid have s water system in 
the house to lighten the labnrs of the 
housewife and provide couvenienr^ea 
for the family.

Tubers Keep Best in a Well 



Seed potatoes in storage have three 
Tory definite requirements. Tbey must 
ha kept m a cool piace weH vcatllated 
ai^ dark. That the potajces be kept 
cool is most important. The t>est tem 
perstnre la from 8S to Sft d ug r n s. if 
the temperaturo falls below 32 degrees 
there is danger of treezhig, although 
it takes a slightly lower temperature 
to freeae potatoes than water. Good 
ventilation Is necessary , In order to 
prevent the spread of rot. -and It is 
well to keep the potatoes dark, so tbey 
will not start to sproot at any time. 
A cool, chirk. w(>!l ventilated cellar 
fairly dry is tbe best place tu store seed 
potstoee on the ordinary fana. 

As spring comes on seed potatoes 
should not be allowed to send out tbe 
long, pale, spindly shoots so often seen, 
'i'his may Im> prevented by keeping tbe 
potatoes cool and dark.. Some growers, 
three or four weeks l)efore planting 
time, spread their seed potatoes out in 
tbe Hght at a tomperatnre of W to 7u 
degrees and here allow them to de- 
velop sprouts a half to an inch long 
These are strong, stubbly little sprouts, 
tbat are not broken off ifi plan ting 
It is said this ptoceas'tmt^ basteq^ tbe 
maturity of the <*n![) and increases the 
yield.— Urani^e Judd i<'armer
